Suitable examples of sustained-release preparations include semipermeable polymer 
matrices in the form of shaped articles, e.g. films, or microcapsules. Sustained 
release matrices include polyesters, hydrogels, polylactides (U.S. Pat. No. 
3,773,919, EP 58,481), copolymers of L-glutamic acid and gamma ethyl -L-glutamate 
(Sidman et al . , Biopolymers 22:547 (1983)), poly (2 -hydroxyethyl -methacrylate) 
(Langer et al . , J. Biomed. Mater. Res. 15:167 (1981) and Langer, Chem. Tech. 12:98 
(1982)), ethylene vinyl acetate (Langer et al . , supra) or poly-D- (-) -3 - 
hydroxybutyric acid (EP 133,988). Sustained-release anti-IL-8 antibody compositions 
also include liposomally entrapped anti-IL-8 antibody. Liposomes containing anti- 
IL-8 antibody are prepared by methods known per se: DE 3,218,121; Epstein et al . , 
Proc. Natl. Acad. Sci . U.S.A. 82:3688 (1985); Hwang et al . , Proc . Natl. Acad. Sci . 
U.S.A. 77:4030 (1980); EP 52,322; EP 36,676; EP 88,046; EP 143,949; EP 142,641; 
Japanese patent application 83-118008; U.S. Pat. Nos . 4,485,045 and 4,544,545; and 
EP 102,324. Ordinarily the liposomes are of the small (about 2 00-800 Angstroms) 
unilamelar type in which the lipid content is greater than about 30 mole percent 
cholesterol, the selected proportion being adjusted for the optimal anti-IL-8 
antibody therapy. 
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
